Tax Bite Harder 
.With New Year 


WASHINGTON. — Uncle Sam’s 
bite into service pay for Social 
Security taxes will be a bit harder 
starting 1 January. 

The Army this week started to 
prepare a circular to explain w all 
hands that the Social Security tax 
on military pay will be increased 
in 1960 from 2% to three percent. 

This cirralar will contain a 
table for each pay grade, showing 
the monthly amount of deductions. 
The maximum amount of basic pay 
subject to tax remains the same— 
$4800. 

The maximum amount payable 
by persons with basie pay equal 
to or more than $4800 thus will 
be increased from $120 to $144 a 
year 

Under present provisions uf the 
law, the tax will remain at three 
percent for the years 1960, 1961 and 
1962; 3% percent for the years

were found in one group of rats 
fed such food. This was found only 
once and scientists coyld not re- 
produce the effects in other groups 
of rats. 

@ About 10 percent of rats fed 
irradiated food in one set of ex- 
periments developed shorter lon- 
gevity and a decrease in reproduc- 
tion capabilities. 





® One experimenter suspected 
that irradiated food might affect 


vision, It did cause blindness in 
one group of rats but after tracing | 
back the lineage of the rats it was 
found that these rats had ancestors | 
who had poor vision.

studies on food irradiation in 1954.

PRESIDIO OF MONTEREY, 
Calif. — The distinction of being 
the Army Language School’s 25,- 
000th graduate goes to SFC Simun 
Ramos, a student of Arabic, who 
received his diploma on 23 October 
at the Presidio of Monterey. 

A combat infantryman and para- 
trooper sent to ALS by the 77th 
Special Forces, Sgt. Ramos typifies 
the many new skills needed by the 
modern soldier.

It was said that “such duty, moreover, is a desirable prerequisite 
for the assumption of higher command duties.”

NCO Schooling 


In recent weeks there has been consider- 
able discussion in these pages concerning the 





professional education of the Army’s non- . 


commissioned officer corps. It originated in 
the belief—apparently held by many NCOs— 
that the NCO academy is an outmoded in- 
stitution. Criticism has been centered par- 
ticularly on the practice of forcing noncoms 
to attend an academy periodically and repeat 
the same course he had taken two, four or 
eight years in the past. 


While this was acknowledged by many 
Army Times readers to be, at best, a waste 
of time, one man—SFC Andrew E. Wink of 
Fort Jackson, 8.C.—had a constructive plan 
to offer with which he would replace the 
present system. Put briefly, his plan would 
advance the noncom’s schooling as the man 
himself advanced in grade and experience. 
Shortly before or after being promoted to 
corporal, for example, he would attend a 
basic course; before “making” E-6, he would 
be required to complete an advanced course, 
and before promotion to E-8 he would take a 
command and staff course. 


General approval of such a program has 
been voiced by many .NCOs—principally on 
the ground that it would dispose of the need 
to repeat a “basic” course every few years. 
Not until now, however, has anyone come 
up with a concrete proposal on how such a 
radical program could be put into effect. Now 
Capt. Richard M. Meyer has done just that. 
A member of the ROTC instructor group at 
the University of Illinois, Capt. Meyer has 
also progressed in his thinking to the point 
of advocating the closing of all existing NCO 
academies, establishing in their place NCO 
courses at all branch schools. Because we 
think Capt. Meyer’s opinions on the subject 
will have interest for all NCOs and, possibly, 
for those concerned with the Army’s train- 
ing, we print them here: 


A recent discussion with a former first sergeant 
(now an Artillery captain) centered around the 
following questions: 

“Are our noncommissioned officers receiving the 

education they require?” 


“Why isn’t there a career schooling program set 
up for new noncommissioned officers and advanced 
schooling for the experienced noncommissioned 
officer?” 

“Are noncommissioned officer academies prepar- 
ing our top enlisted men for their job in combat?” 


ADEQUATE NCO SCHOOLING? 


DA Pamphlet 20-21 lists over 350 MOS courses 
that are available for noncommissioned officers and 
a study of this Army School Catalog will rapidly 
convince the reader that our Army does offer excel- 
lent technical schooling to its enlisted men. How- 
ever, except for the Armor Advanced Noncommis- 
sioned Officer and the Army Medical Service non- 
commissioned officer courses, the catalog does not 
list any courses that would specifically prepare a 
noncommissioned officer with the broad type of 
knowledge that he must have in our modern Army. 
Today’s Army cannot consist solely’of highly trained 
personnel each capable of performing only. one job. 

Numerous interviews with’ NCOs have shown 
that for improved professional schooling they would 
prefer to attend a basic branch noncommissioned of- 
ficer course after attaining the grade of E-4 and 
upon reaching E-7 they desire to attend an advanced 
branch course. This type of program would raise 
the status and prestige of all NCOs by increasing 
their professional branch knowledge and would also 
broaden their understanding of the entire Army. 

Many enlisted men rose rapidly in rank during 
the Korean conflict by displaying combat leadership. 
Upon reassignment to a Stateside unit they were 
confronted with new equipment and a lack of ade- 
quate branch schooling. Adoption of career program- 
ming would have resulted in each of them attending 
their branch schoo] prior to their next assignment 
and would have eliminated the confusion that they 
experienced. New equipment usually creates new

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Backing Stripes Proposal

I wrote Army Times a letter 25 Sep- 
tember, concerning the loss-of-stripe situ- 
ation but I failed to mail it. I was indeed 
surprised to.read SFC McCullough’s letter 
in the 17 October edition of Army Times 
inasmuch as it was exactly along the lines 
of my letter. I heartily support his pro- 
posal and am seeking no credit for orig- 
inality in the basic idea. My reason for 
writing now is to support his proposal 
and to present some basic ideas that were 
not included in his article.

IT IS MY OPINION that someone has 
made a very unwise decision, to put it 
mildly. This opinion is also that of all 
the other NCOs with whom I have dis- 
cussed this matter. I cannot see any pos- 
sible benefit in taking a stripe away from 
some of the NCOs who will be serving 
in 1962 (nor for that matter, failure to 
give a stripe to those being promoted be- 
tween now and that time), 

On the other hand, I can see how the 
morale of these men who will have to 
remove a stripe will be dealt a severe 
blow. They will find themselves wearing 
one less stripe and answering to a lower 
title when they have done nothing to de- 
serve such degradation, Nothing the Army 
can do for these men will ever take the 
bad taste out of their mouths which was 
put there by a DA policy that no one has 
seen fit to justify and defend. 

DA should realize that these same men 
from whom they have removed a stripe 
(or fgiled to give one, on promotion) quite 
often fill key positions over the Army’s 
younger men. Yet DA expects these men 
to “sell” the Army to their subordinates 
as a possible career. 

The system proposed by SFC McCul- 
lough has several advantages over ‘some 
that have been proposed, some of which 
I will attempt to point out. 


First, the proposed system would not 
require any changes in pay grades or pay 
scales, thus eliminating any need for 
“special legislation.” Second, there would 
be stripes sooner on the lower end of the 
enlisted ladder. I assure you that this 
would boost re-enlistment rates, 

Third; those NCOs who have been pro- 
moted since the new system went into 
effect would be able to add a stripe imme- 
diately, thus boosting their morale tre- 
mendously. Fourth, the other NCOs would 
not have to look forward to losing a stripe 
in 1962. 

Finally, the entire proposal would be at 
no cost to the government. 
* + * 

I AM SURE that the government spends 
large sums of money annually in search 
of and for programs designed to raise the 
morale of the enlisted men and especially 
the NCOs. How they could pass up a 
“free” way to raise the morale of the 
entire enlisted corps of the Army is be- 
yond me. 

It is basic psychology that you cannot 
take away anything from a group without 
lowering the morale and efficiency of that 
group. On the other hand, to adopt SFC 
McCullough’s (and my) proposal, would 
serve to give every soldier one additional 
stripe over the present system (as it will 
be in 1962) who are in- grades E-2 through 
E-7. E-1, E-8, E-9, would not be affected. 

In conclusion, if there be those who 
maintain that one stripe more or less 
wouldn’t make any difference as far as 
morale. and prestige are concerned, I 
would like to call their attention to the 
Navy officers who are presently retiring 
in large numbers in order to get the 
“tombstone promotion.” F assure you that 
if a person would cut his active duty 
career short in order to be called “Ad- 
miral” instead of “Captain” for the rest of 
his life, then it does make a difference as 
to whether or not a person wears five or 

six stripes and is called “Sergeant First 
Class” or “Master Sergeant.”

But 
suppose he has more than one man who is well 
qualified and he also has a man who, on paper, 
should not hold the higher grade? Should ‘he 
create a vacancy by reducing this latter man so 
that he can make a place for the outstanding staff 
sergeants? 


Will men thus stymied who are making the 
unit more efficiént want to stay with the unit or 
even in the Army if they can’t be rewarded for 
outstanding ability?

PROBLEM TWO involves men who might be 
advanced to Specialist 8 or Specialist 9. 


I wonder if these two grades should exist 
at all. I have nothing against specialists. But 
the amount .of information and know-how that 
a man must have to qualify for Sp-8 or Sp-9, it 
eccurs to me, should qualify him for appoint- 
ment as a warrant officer, under the concept 


- already appreved and soon to be detailed in an 


Army circular. To make “super specialist” the 
goal of experienced specialists goes against the 
philosophy on which the “new” warrant pre- 
gram is being based. 

Problem three is not so much a problem as it 
is a question. Are the various “name assign- 
ment” programs announced by the Army really 
that? It seems to me rather that they are refine- 
ments of the present MOS levy system. Fact is 
that a man is identified and assigned by name 
only after an MOS levy is received from overseas, 
the availability of an individual with that MOS 
determined from an examination of ZI Army POR 
reports, and the requirement matched with the 
availability. MOS and other qualifications deter- 
mine the man’s assignment, not his name. Nor is 
there, in the system, any effort to assign a man 
so that he becomes further qualified in his area 
of interest, this being an essential aspect of any 
“name assignment” system. 

Last problem area concerns expansion or ex- 
tension Of the Enlisted Management Program. 

If the Enlisted Evaluation System and the 
PQS do develop into the successful selection 
tools they are intended to be for award of pro- 
ficiency pay and for temporary promotion, can’t 
they also be used for other personnel actions? 


The EES, as applied to pro pay awards, is an 
implied reduction tool as well as an appointment 
tool. To keep pro pay, a man must maintain his 
proficiency. Thus, if on retest his score under 
the EES is below the cut-off, he loses pro pay. 

The EES score and the PGS are at least. sus- 
ceptible to use as screening devices for determin- 
ing reenlistment qualification; for grade (as well 
as pro pay) reductions; for school selections; for 
assignment by, for example, determining that only 
men with outstanding ability as indicated by their 
PQS should be assigned to certain special and/or 
high priority units.

Job Restrictions 
Unfair to Retireds

|B fpyssasrs present law, a retired officer of any of the armed 
services cannot hold a civilian job with any department 
of the Federal government which pays more than $2,500. 


His total income—retired pay 
plus what the government job 
pays—can’t exceed $10,000. “ 

This is unfair discrimination: 

It is also stupid. For the sake 
of a jittle chiseling, the Govern- 
ment is deprived of the services 
of a class of men who are pecu- 
liarly qualified to give very good 
service indeed. 

The result is that retired offi- 
cers seek positions with civil- 
jan firms, where there are no re- 
strictions on how much they can 
earn and where they can have 
their retired pay in addition to 
their civilian salaries. They’ve 
earned that retired pay; they are 
entitled to it. It is part of the 
implied contract which Uncle 
Sam made with them when they 
first took their oaths of office. 
If they go to work for anyone— 
Government or civilian — after 
they have retired, then they are 
entitled to a fair compensation 
for these additional efforts. 

+ 7” * 

ALL OF THIS is just plain ordi- 
nary justice. The Department of 
Defense’ has - prepared legisla- 
lation for submission to the next 
session of Congress which would 
do away with the restrictions on 
the pay of retired officers in Gov- 
ernment jobs. 

As with all such legislation, 
the DOD sent its draft bill to the 
Bureau of the Budget for re- 
view. 

Now we hear that the Bureau 
of the Budget, with its customary 
helpful attitude toward the mili- 
tary services, has ripped the DOD 
proposals to tatters—the Budget 
idea of changes in the law would 
deny some officers the right ever 
to work for the Government, put 
even tougher restrictions on com- 
pensation than those now provid- 
ed and would even dilute the 
present law which provides for 
the preferment of veterans seek- 
ing certain types of Govern- 
ment employment. 

What the Budget people are 
aiming at, of course, igs their

familiar target — keeping. the 
total of the military budget under 
the fixed ceiling which they re- 
gard as far more sacred than the 
safety of the United States or 
justice to the men who have 
worn its uniform, 

The result will be something 
quite different, 

If a young man cannot look 
forward to a-decent income for 
his family in his later years, or 
at least some relative security, 
he will not put on the uniform 
at all; or having put it on, he 
won't keep it on. He'll seek a 
civilian career where he can earn 
according to his ability and lay 
up, in one form or another, se- 
curity for the future. The better 
and brighter the young man in 
question, the less likely he’ll stay 
in any of the services—because 
the rewards of a civilian career 
will be so much’ more attractive. 


WHEN WE ADD, to the exist- 
ing restrictions on what he can 
do with his time after retirement, 
the proposals which the Budget 
Bureau is now contemplating, 
and on top of that the restric- 
tions which will certainly be put 
forward in the next Congress on 
the employment of retired mili- 
tary personnel by firms who sup- 
ply the Government with arms 
and military equipment, there is 
very little left which can make 
a military career attractive to 
any kid worth his salt. 

What the Budget. Bureau is 
really doing with this penny- 
pinching attitude is to insure 
that only the stupid, and the mis- 
fits who can’t make a living else- 
where, will stay in uniform, Such 
people need extra supervision to 
get any useful service out of 
them at all, Faulty maintenance 
and operation of complex, expen- 
sive weapons will add untold mil- 
lions to the cost of national de- 
fense.

| Chaplain Has Hectic Life 


MUNICH, Germany — A chap- 
lain who, on 7 December, 1941, 
was saying Mass on Pearl Harbor 
as the Japanese attacked, and who, 
in 1952 received the Soldier’s 
Medal for heroically rescuing a 
soldier from a 100-foot water tow- 
er in Pennsylvania is the new 
Southern Area Command chaplain. 


Chaplain, (Col.) John K. Connel 
ly, an Army Chaplain for 24 years, 
served front-line troops both in 
the Korean War an in War II, re- 
ceived the Purple Heart for 
wounds received in New Guinea. 

On 7 December, while saying 
Mass, the Japanese attacked leav- 
ing Connelly to aid hundreds of 
victims. For his actions, he was 
awarded the Legion of Merit. 
Later he served as both a division 
and corps chaplain with the 43d 
Div. at Gaudalcanal and later with 
Hgs., I Corps; in the Philippines. 
As a result of his action in the 





Pacific campaigns, he won the 
Bronze Star Medal for valor with 
Oak Leaf Clusters. 

In 1953, while he was serving at 
Indiantown Gap, Pa., a recruit who 
did not want to go to the Far East 
climbed a 100-foot water tower 
near Connelly’s residence. Seeing 
the crowd of spectators, the chap- 
lain asked what was being done to 
help the man, was told _that fire- 
men had gone to a small town 50 
miles away to obtain a net. 

Realizing this would take too 
long, he climbed the tower, and 
after arguing with the lad for an 
hour, persuaded him to descend. 
During the descent, Connelly had 
to precede the man down the lad- 
der, keeping a firm grip on his 
trouser cuff. If the man had fallen, 
the chaplain would have toppled 
to his death. 

For heroism beyond the call of 
duty, Fr. Connelly was awarded the

NEW YORK.— Joseph McDer- 
mott Jr., of Bellerose, L.I., never 
made the Army; polio hit him hard 
when he was a child and he has 
been permanently confined to a 
wheel chair.

Completely paralyzed, but deter- 
mined not to be left out of any- 
thing, Joe McDermott trained him- 
self to use all the powers at his 
command. After he painstakingly 
taught himself to write by holding 
a pen between his teeth, he went 
on to the complicated task of mas- 
tering the typewriter and the tele- 
phone. In 1947, he graduated with 
top- honors from Jamaica High 
School, N.Y., and went on to estab- 
lish himself as the leading collector 
of police and military insignia from 
many lands. He became nationally 
known when his collection went 
on display in banks throughout the 
Metropolitan area. 

Joe came to the attention of Gen. 
Eddieman after his request for 
Italian Carabinieri insignia was 
passed on to the general by Rug- 
gerio Faraco, the New York Italian 
Consul General: 

As soon as Eddleman and the 
men in his command heard of Joe’s 
courage and determination, he be- 
came their model for just what “a 
guy can do when he puts his heart 
and soul to work!” With the co- 
operation of the Italian government 
and the Carabinieri (the Italian 
Police Force), a full complement 
of equipment including plumed 
ceremonial caps, winter and sum- 
mer hats, a shining sabre and au- 
thentic Carabinieri carbine, all in- 
signia worn by the Italian Police 
and by the Army’s mili police 
in Europe, were collected for pres- 
entation to McDermott with the 
compliments of the entire US. 
Army in Europe. 

Besides being the curator of this 
unusual museum, Joe is also the 
president of Courage, Inc., an in- 
dependent, non-profit organization 
dedicated to assisting the handi- 
capped person to assume his right- 
ful position in the community.

wouldn't stick their necks out. 


the allies came mighty close to 
whipping the Germans in Italy six 
months before Rome fell, but the 
opportunity was lost because of 
vacillating leadership. 

The missed opportunity took 


place at Anzio, where more than 
100,000 British and American troops 
Janded about 60 miles north of the 
stalemated front lines. The Janu- 
ary 1944 landing took the Germans 
completely by surprise and two al- 
Ned divisions got ashore with little 
trouble the first day. But then the 
momentum of the invasion slowed 
down to a crawl, apparently because 
U.S. and British generals couldn't 
decide what they wanted to do. 


This new critique of the Anzio 
Janding appears in “Command De- 
cisions,” a study of the factors af- 
fecting the major strategic decisions 
of War II. The book was prepared 
by the Chief of Military History and 
has been published by Harcourt, 
Brace. One of its chapters, written 
by Martin Blumenson, is a study of 
ihe actions of Maj. Gen. John P. 
Lucas, commander of the force that 
invaded Anzio.

THE ANZIO invasion came after 
the Allies, hoping for a quick thrust 
northward through Italy into the 
heart of Europe, got bogged down 
in static warfare considerably south 
of Rome. The narrow Italian pen- 
insula permitted no-room for man- 
euver; the American Fifth Army on 
ihe left and the British Eighth 
Army on the right were limited to 
frontal attacks. A left hook up the 
West Coast, with seaborne and air- 
borne forces, was seen as the 
answer to the problem. 


It was decided te send a force 
io Anzio, which had good land- 
ing beaches. This would put Al- 
lied troops behind the main Ger- 
man lines, threatening the main 
German forces, and at the same 
time putting them in position to 
attack the Alban Hills. This hill 
complex was the last barrier the 
Germans could use to bar an Al- 
lied entry into Rome. 

Gen. Lucas, who had an excel- 
lent combat record; was in com- 
mand of the VI Corps invading 
force. His instructions were (1) to 
seize a beachhead in the vicinity of 
Anzio, and (2) to advance on the Al- 
ban Hills. 


The wording of the order was a 
key to the mess the Allies soon 
found themselves in, according to 
author Blumenson. Was VI Corps 
to advance toward the Alban Hills, 
or to the Alban Hills?

THE VAGUE wording of the or- 
ders stemmed from the fact the 
Fifth Army commander Gen. Mark 
Clark wanted to keep his forces 
flexible, so that the main effort 
could come from either the Anzio 
force or his bogged-down troops in 
the south. Fifth Army launched a 
powerful attack across the Rapido 
(where Texas’ 36th Inf. Div. took a 


fearful beating) just before Lucas) 


hit Anzio.

A new book on the major decisions of War II reports that 








Inf Divs., the 504th Parachute Inf. 
Regt., the 509th Parachute Inf. Bn., 
two British Commando battalions 
and three U.S. Ranger battalions. 
Added to this was the ist U.S. 
Armd. Div..(less one combat com- 
mand) and one RCT from the 45th 
Inf. Div., plus extra artillery and 
service troops. The paratroopers 
were not air-dropped because the 
Navy and the British were afraid of 
firing on them. 

When Gen. Lucas was told of 
the invasion plan, he was pessi- 
mistic. “I feel like a lamb being 
led to the slaughter,” he wrote, 
“but theugh I was entitled te one 
bleat so I registered a protest 
against the target date as it gave 
me toe little time for rehearsal.” 
His request for time was turned 
down because of shipping con- 
siderations. Later, he wrote “the 
whole affair has a strong odor of 
Gallipoli and apparently the same 
amateur was still on the coach’s 
bench.” Winston Churchill was 
a strong advocate of the Anzie 
plan. 


Lucas was worried about 
training of his two main divisions. 
The ist British Div. had invaded 
Pantelleria six months earlier, 
against no opposition, and had not 
been in action’since. The 3d U.S. 
Div. had plenty of experience, but 
since it invaded Sicily it had suf- 
fered a turnover of 115 percent of 
its authorized strength of infantry 
lieutenants. As Lucas put it, “the 
men that knew the answers were 
gone.” 

Adding to Lucas” worries was the 
final rehearsal three days before 
the invasion. The British were 
described as bad, but the 3d Div. 
was considered worse, even “ter- 
rible.” The 3d lost 40 DUKWs and 
ten 105s in the. exercise. Lucas 
wrote: 

“This will end’ up by putting 
me ashore with inadequate forces 
and get me in a serious jam. 
Then, who will take the blame,” 

The landing on 22 January turned 
out to be easy, but then the big 
decision had to be made. Should 
the invading force take advantage 
of the surprise and spurt toward 
the Alban Hills and Rome? Or 
should it build up its strength in a 
steadily-expanding beachhead and 
attack later? It appears that Lu- 
cas considered his main job to se- 
cure the beachhead, and in his pes- 
simistic mood he couldn’t see how 
this was going to affect the war. 
Lucas decided to build up his sup- 
plies and gradually increase the 
area under his control with a series 
of local attacks.

FROM the German point of view, 
the surprise Anzio landing came at 
a particularly bad time. The Ger- 
man commander, Field Marshal

Kesselring, had just sent two panzer 
grenadier divisions south from 
Rome to reinforce his ‘Tenth Army, 
then under attack at the Rapido and 
the Garigliano Rivets. The few 
German troops in the vicinity of 
the invasion were merely coast 


watchers, and on D-Day they could 
not even mount the expected coun- 


terattack. 
of the invasion, Kessel- 


Trigg ordered a parachute division to 


block the roads leading to the Al- 
ban Hills and to Rome, assuming 
that these were the objectives. 
When the Allies failed to move out 
of their beachhead, Kesselring 
brought up additional divisions to 
contain the beachhead and — it 
was hoped — to throw ihe invaders 
back into the sea. 

After the allies’ failure to break 
out right after the landing, Kessel- 
ring gambled that Lucas wouldn’t 
attack toward the Alban Hills for 
three days, after which Kesselring 
figured he could beat back anything 
the allies could throw. He took a 
big gamble, and he won. 

The’ bridgehead: was slowly ex- 
panding, and huge supply dumps 
were built up, but the troops didn’t 
get the word. to go for anything ex- 
cept local objectives. Gen. Clark 
and other generals visited the 
beachhead, but they never gave Lu- 
cas a firm order to go. Lucas re- 
cords that on D-Day, Clark to!d him: 

.“Don’t stick your neck out, 

Johnny. I did at Salerno and 
got into trouble.” 

Life on the beachhead was rug- 
ged. The Germans held the high 
ground and could observe every 
inch of the beachhead, all of which 
was within range of German artil- 
lery. “The strain of a thing like 
this is a terrible burden,” Lucas 
confessed. “Who the hell wants to 
be a general?” 

* * * 

ADDING to Lucas’ woes was a 
disasterous engagement in which 
his Ranger force’ mét unexpected 
resistance at Cisterna and lost two 
battalions — about 800 men. 


Finally, when the strategic fail- 
ure of the operation had become 
obvious, Lucas was told to dig in 
and merely protect his own beach- 
head. 

The study in “Command De 
cisions” says that the German forces 
were meager, their troops untrain- 
ed, and surprise was complete, and: 

“What the Allies did not know 
was how close they came to break- 
ing out of the beachhead.” 

Many generals at the time agreed 
with Lucas, who felt that any task 
force which jumped ahead to seize 
the Alban Hills would have been cut 
off and wiped out. But, author 
Blumerson concludes, “suppose, for 
example, Gen. Patton had com- 
manded the corps that came ashore 
at Anzio.”

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WASHINGTON.—Service and defense housing 
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Under a new section of the laws 
on military housing added by Con- 
gress in this year’s omnibus hous- 
ing act—known as Section 810 hous- 
ing—the services together with the 
Federal Housing Administration 
may guarantee a builder rental 
occupancy of either apartment or 
single-unit projects costing no more 
than $5 million for a minimum of 
five years. 

Such projects must be built off- 
pest, conform to the architecture 
of the development in which lo- 
cated, cost no more than $10,000 per 
unit or $3500 per 1oom.

SOME OFFICIALS saw this new 
pregram, limited at present to not 
more than 5000 units for all serv- 
ices, as the beginning of a new 
answer to the chronic problem of 
finding enough adequate military 
family quarters. Others were in- 
clined to question the value of the 
program, describing it as an “off- 
post Wherry” program, with all 
the drawbacks of the controls that 
existed in it. 

Defense officials, notably oriented 
toward the housing industry from 
which the suggestion came that this 
new program be written into the 
law, were more inclined to be opti- 
mistie than were service experts. 





The Defense officials saw the pro- 
gram as one which could be ex- 
panded in future years to solve all 
the ills of present military housing 
shortages. - 

Service officials, on the other 
hand, saw the program as poten- 
tially a profit-guaranteeing scheme 
which would cost the government, 
and therefore taxpayers, more mon- 
ey than either Capehart or appropri- 
ated fund housing.

BUILDERS must originate re- 
quests for guarantees to build this 
type of housing. The Army so far 
has received no inquiries about 
needs that could be met by such 
a program. 

Study of the new law began this 
week. It is still in its early stages. 
What is and is not possible under 
it are yet to be determined. Offi- 
cials said that it would be at least 
six months before the services could 
reach a decision on whether the 
program was -desirable. _ 

The program was neither asked 
for nor-supported by the services 
during the hearings on the hous- 
ing bill. Without many weeks more 
study, the services will not com- 
mit themselves on their attitude 
towards it. 





Russet Is 
Wac Shoe 
Color Still 


WASHINGTON—WAC plans to 
change over from the russet field 
shoe or boot to a black field shoe 
en I July 1960 have been indefinte- 
ly postponed. 

The WAC has 49,000 pairs of 
shoes in stock, including some 
24,000 pairs the WAC says it is 
holding “as application to mobili- 
zation requirement which is much 
greater than current assets.” 

Plans to go into the black shoes 
next year were made, it was said, 
because of “anticipated shortages 
of 36 of 148 sizes” on that date. 
Overlooked, it was admitted, was a 
*- “1958 procurement” of black field 
shoes. 

It was estimated that present 
stocks will be enough for the WAC 
for at least two years, when, it 
was declared, “significant size 
shortages” in the 148 sizes stocked 
will develop. 

Incidentally, during the seven- 
year period from 1953 through 1 
July of this year, the WAC issued 
27,600 pairs of the russet field 
shoes.

Final selection of 
personnel to receive proficiency 
pay is the prerogative of the unit 
commander.”

In the event that an individual 
has been reassigned to a new 
unit, his pro pay data card will 
be forwarded to the new unit to- 
gether with his old commander's 
recommendation on whether he 
qualifies must be forwarded to the 
gaining unit.

“Gaining unit commander will 
award the _ proficiency rating 
promptly upon receipt of data card 
and recommendation, provided 
there are no military reasons to 
the contrary.”

The message also said that ‘re- 
tirement ceremonies for such offi- 
cers should be held in the overseas 
command and then stressed “the 
DA objective is that the number 
of officers with less than 18 months 
remaining service arriving in CON- 
US from overseas assigfiments be 
reduced to a minimum.”

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Cooperative Apartments 
Grow in Resort Areas 


A NEW trend is the swing to de- 

velopment of cooperative 
apartments in resort areas, accord- 
ing to a Chicago Realtor expert on 
the subject. 


Certified Property Manager, Wil- 
liara 8. Everett, declares in the 
current issue of the Journal of 
Property Management that people 
want creative housing which elim- 
inates service problems and 
stresses supervision of their prop- 
erty during the long season they 
live elsewhere. 

The Journal is the official pub- 
lication of the Institute of Real 
Estate Management, an affiliate of 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards. Everett is a region- 
al vice-president of the Institute 
and has not only specialized in 
co-op sales and management for 
30 years, but has lived in coopera- 
tive apartments for 10 years. 


He asserts that cooperative 
apartments represent a good in- 
vestment for housing money. For 
that reason, he says, it has a grow- 
ing appeal for widows and retired 
people living on invested income. 

“Florida cooperatives are boom- 
ing all over the state,” he says, also 
citing cities in Arizona and Cali- 
fornia where this type of housing 
is enjoying increased popularity. 

Another significant trend re- 
ported by Everett is the “tremen- 
dous urge” to up-grade older coop- 
erative apartments and buildings. 

“Tenant-owners have been more 
willing than other owners o pro- 
vide necessary funds to do this (re- 
modeling and rehabilitation),” he 
writes. 

The property management, 

authority defines a cooperative 
apartment as an apartment with- 
in a multi-unit bifilding where all 
custemary apartment services are 
offered, and ownership and the 
costs of operation are shared by 
occupants in proportion to the 
value of the space they occupy. 

One big advantage in living in a 
co-op apartment, the author says, 
is th: the initial investment you 
mak pays a dividend in the form 
of lower monthly payments. The 
mon (Busy

nance charge normally paid out 
for a coop apartment totals 30 to 
50 percent less than rent set for 
similar quarters in a rental build- 
ing, he declares. 

He lists as the other six major 
reasons families elect to buy co-op 
apartments: 

1. You have freedom to select a 
layout, to choose decorating, and 
to make personal improvements 
which one cannot do in the ordin- 
ary rental unit. 

2. Cooperatives possess an at- 
tribute of permanency (no new 
leases to negotiate every year or 
fear of being forced to move). 

3. You have the right and privi- 
lege of selecting your neighbors. 
You can create prestige, if you 
care to, by associating only with 
those you consider your superiors, 
or those you consider your equals. 

4. Economy is effected because 
charges for services are generally 
assessed only to the tenant who 
uses them. In other words, elec- 
tric charges are not flat-rated;

in many of the new co-ops, are 
installed in individual units. Only 
those who want changes pay for 
them. 

5. You are free of the annoyance 
of rent controls. 


6. Cooperative ownership engen- 
ders a definite pride of ownership. 

The “three-way escape clause” 
in the 99-year lease signed for a co- 
operative apartment has made peo- 
ple less wary of making such in- 
vestments than prior to World War 
II, Mr. Everett adds. He explains 
that (1) a tenant-owner can sub- 
lease his apartment for any price 
he wishes to accept; (2) may sell 
it at any price he can get; and (3) 
if he can neither sell it, rent it, nor 
give it away, he may surrender his 
lease to the corporation, having 
lost the equity, but with no further 
assessments against him.

pique the readers curiosity to 
go further and dig deeper into 
a fuller understanding of things 
Soviet. It is in this latter ef- 
fect that the greatest value of 
this book lies. It gives to the 
uninitiated a total appreciation 
ofthe Soviet Union with a high 
degree of accuracy. 

A word must be said of the 
style in which this book is writ- 
ten. Like the good reporter that 
he is, John Gunther writes in 
a moving manner inter-mixing 
statistics. and humorous narra- 
tive, -but always being careful 
to yetain an unchallengeable ob- 
jectivity. A long book, careful- 
ly thought out and based on 
extensive personal experience 
and research, it is highly infor- 
mative, entertaining and authori- 
tative.

THE AUTHOR takes the read- 
er through his personal experi- 
ences on a trip te and through 
the Soviet Union. The Soviet 
system is explained, the com- 
plexities and contradictions are 
carefully pointed out and the 
obvious questiorg and doubts 
conjured up by the reader ure 
quickly answered by voluminous 
foot notes and flash backs into 
the historical past. From chap- 
ter to chapter, Gunther takes 
the reader into all aspects of 
Soviet life attempting to por- 
tray the Russian people against 
the background of their coun- 
try and government. 

Chapter XIX is perhaps the 
most important in the entire 
book. In it the author sums up 
what the Soviets have and what 
they haven’t got, and he fairly 
well covers the most important 
elements. What the Soviets 
have include: 

® Geography—The USSR is

times its present size. 

® Stability—The Communists 
have controlled Russia for over 
40 years and have met their 
crucial test in the passage of 
power from Stalin to Khrush- 
chev. Over such a long period 
of control people become more 
docile and easier to indoctrinate. 

® Vitality—The USSR as a 
nation is tough and durable. It 
pushes its citizens” hard and 
leaves no room for luxurious re- 


laxation below the “upper crust” 


of Communist society. 

® Spirit—The Russian people 
have always been proud of their 
country and the Communists 
have capitalized on this charac- 
teristic.' Communism has peen 
forced on an energetic group 
who have made progress de- 
spite the stupidity and retard- 
ing faetors inherent in the Com- 
munist system. 

® Propaganda— The Soviets 
have pretty well convinced- a 
large portion of the world that 
they stand for “peace.” Ham- 
mering at the themes of peace 
and disarmament, these magic 





words tend to influence, at least 
superficially many of the nations 
of the world. 

® Planning — The Soviet 
Union has introduced the sys- 
tem of a planned as well as a 
controlled economy at home 
and in the Communist World. 
This is elementary to the suc- 
cess. of a type of system such 
as Communism, and while cir- 
cumstances forced it on the 
USSR, the effect of planning has 
been to systematize their loath- 
some way of life. 


® Industry—While still: weak 
in many respects, definite prog- 


Tess has been made. What the 
- author fails to consider though 


is what capitalism could have 
done in 40 years with these 
same resources. 

® Poverty—This is added up 
asa political asset. The theory 
expounded is that a struggling 
people are most easily kept sub- 
missive. This is interesting and 
perhaps true in a limited sense, 
but we must also atcept the 
e@iverse, that prosperity will 
breed more discontent. This is 
typical of the limited depth the 
author can go in trying to cov- 
er all aspects of a nomgies sub- 
ject. 

® Dictatorship—This sesitees. 
ized, merciless concentration of 
power is_ definite political 
strength. There is little doubt 
that much effective political . sp- 


.position exists in the USSR to- 


day, but like those dictatorships 
of the histofic past, they must 
ultimately succumb to the will 
of the people. However, for the 
present this monolithic system 
does permit the Soviets to move 
fast in the executive field with 
only token consideration of local 
public opinion. 

@ Realism — The Soviets sre 
realistic and have no reason to 
practice consistency in their ac- 
tions. They do have unity of 
purpose, skill in bringing all 
their talents into play at a pre- 
arranged time, and are perfect- 
ly willing to gamble in order to 
keep the initiative in interna- 
tional dealings. 

® Education and Political Ma- 
turity—Here, the author credits 
the’ Soviets with general astute- 
ness in developing through a 
forced educational system, thuse 
technical leaders it vitally needs. 
A particular telling point is 
made in showing that all lead- 
ers, of whatever type, are also 
linked politically to the system. 
This insures communism being 
credited with personal as well 
as national success. The author 








also indicates that there is no 
monetary ‘ accountability of the 
gevernment and this allows flex- 
ibility in doing a lot of things 
at once at the cost of individual 
comforts and convenience. 

® Western Weaknesses. . In 
an all too short and abrupt man- 
ner the author succinctly. states 
that the Soviets profit from “our 
stupidities, mistakes, inertia, 
over-confidence, lack of imagina- 
tion and lack of will and faith.” 
How many books could be writ- 
ten to show the necessity of the 
Western World to truly coordi- 
nate its anti-Communist effort, 
take the initiative and execute 
a truly dynamic policy of rea- 
listic democratic and capitalist 
world progress! 

Also in this chapter, Gunther 
points to the greatest weakness 
the Soviets possess—the lack of 
freedom of its peoples. In the 
last analysis, the lack. of liberty 
makes any political system ‘weak 
and undesirable. It is, as Gun- 
ther states, the duty of the U.S. 
to point out in an overwhelm- 
ingly effective way, that what 
we stand for is stronger and 
truly best. 

This book has conclusions, 
identifiable as such, and over a 
dozen in number. In the main 
these conclusions are the re- 
working of the weaknesses list- 
ed.in Chapter XIX, adapted tuo 
specifics which illustrate the 
points in question. 

On balance, “Inside Russia 
Today” is a good, general, read- 
able book “for a quick, up-to- 
date glance at the Soviet Union. 
It will orient the reader quickly 
and broadly. It may even give 
to those with little background 
on the Soviet Union, a feeling 
of the immensity of the task. ..f 
really knowing Russia and the 
communists who control it. It 
will serve as a broad introduc- 
tion to a subject about which 
much good detailed reading ma- 
terial exists, and which those, 
particularly in the military, who 
should know the USSR well, 
could do well to avail them- 
selves.

HERB ELLAS is one of the finest guitarists in jazz. His newest 
album, “Herb Ellis Meets Jimmy Giuffre” is well worth your atten- 
tion although it is not a “wailing” type set, which is perhaps where 
Herb’s rare talents are most evident (Verve 8311).

ANOTHER SET of “performance” recordings of the Benny Good- 
man band 1937-38 have been released by MGM (E3788). The sound 
is lousy, but the music is good. These were probably radio broad- 
casts recorded by a Goodman enthusiast although the liner notes offer 
no explanation. Which is not to say that the liner notes — by James

While the reader is subjected to 
many “revelations” and high 
points, the book only glosses over 
an important facet in his career. 
That is, the general feeling of dis- 
gust held by competing sports 
casters and newsmen who objected 
to Stern’s flights into fantasy re- 
calling (distorting is a better 
word) “great moments in sports.” 
Bill’s defense proves weak as he 
blandly proclaims himself to have 
been an entertainer during these 
segments, not a reporter, one who 
gives the public what it prefers to 
hear.

FORT RUCKER, Ala—Fort Rucker, a post 
not yet 20 years old, is undergoing an extensive 
face lifting. Construction on facilities costing 


more than $6 million is more than 85 percent — 


complete. Included in this figure are: 

® Six 326-man permanent brick barracks. 

© Two 850-man consolidated air conditioned 
messes. 

® Two five company admin-supply buildings. 

® One 326-man barracks with mess facilities at 
Cairns Army Airfield. _ 


® Four motor repair shops 
, Also taking up a sizeable thunk of Alabama real 
estate is newly-dedicated Hanchey Field, the biggest 
heliport, post officials say, in the South. Its concrete 
apron covers nearly 200,000 square yards. Planners

hope to increase its size to about 400,000 square yards 
in the future. Estimated cost of the port is $3 million. 

This tremendous concrete facility is complete with 
hangars, shops, control tower as well as operations, 
rescue and fire-fighting structures. 

Another field scheduled for completion as this pro- 
file appears is Fixed Wing No. 3. The completed field 
will have two 2000 foot runways and is slated to be the 
center of primary fixed wing training. (Primary fixed 
wing training recently was transferred to Fort Rucker 
from Camp Gary, Tex.) 

The Rucker building pace has been rapid in the 
last few years. The first permanent construction here 
was completed only three years ago. 

Now Cairns Army Airfield wears a new look. Its 
one-year-old modern combined  operations-control 
tower-maintenance structure overlooks resurfaced run- 
ways, new parking areas and a new building for the 
Aviation Board. 

Also nearly spankly new is Lowe Army Airfield, 
used now for fixed wing flying. 

With the completion of Fixed Wing No. 3 Rucker 
can boast four mapor airfields to shelter its 700 aircraft.

WHILE EMPHASIS naturally has been on military 
facilities, Rucker hasn’t neglected its people. 

Construction in the non-military sphere includes 
more than 600 Capeharts and 31 MCA homes for field 
grade officers. These homes were completed-in ‘the last 
two years. Soon to be finished are 310 Capeharts for 
EM and 90 for officers. 

Post officials told Army Times that Fort Rucker 
has requested an additional 366 Capeharts. 

Work is also in progress on a new trailer park lo- 
cated in a wooded area near the base hospital. The 
park has space for about 80 trailers spaced around a 
central community building.’ 

While the post is concerned with the present, aa 
ambitious $110 million long range building program 
has been mapped. 

Long range plans call for the construction of per- 
manent quarters for all temporary facilities at this Ala- 
bama installation. 

If these plans, now on the drawing board, are exe- 
cuted, aircraft stage fields (there are now more than 
50), classrooms, theaters, a chapel, PX, commissaries, 
BOQ as well as other facilities would be built. _ 

Post officials emphasized that this plan would be 
spread over a long period of time. 

In recent years Fort Rucker has recelved about an 
average of $4 million annually for new construction. 
Nonetheless, most of the activities here are not housed 
in new plants. War II construction has been well main- 
tained, however.

LOCATED in southeastern Alabama on 62,000 
acres, Fort Rucker has a population of about 8000. 
About 5000 of these are permanent party with an addi- 
tional 1000 students usually on hand at the Aviation 
School. In addition there are 1400 Départment of the 
Army employees and a large number of contract em- 
ployees. 

Residents refer to the area as the peanut capital 
of the world. But in recent years there’s been a surge 
in textile manufacturing despite a lack of good trans- 
portation. 

Biggest of the-post’s satellite communities is Dothan 
with 32,000 people. It’s located 30 miles east of Fort

Housing's Fair, 
Getting Better 


ONSIDERING the obstacles which faced the 

post several years ago, Fort Rucker officials 

have made definite progress in meeting the 
housing needs of its people. 

Already built are 600 Capeharts and an additional 
400 are soon to be ready for occupancy. The majority 
of these homes are air-conditioned. All are equipped 
with dishwashers and garbage disposals. 

Overall, the Capeharts are extremely attractive, 
have large rooms, and 1% baths. 

On the not-so-bright side is the report from 
some families that the going sometimes get uncom- 
fortable during cold weather. The homes are not con- 
structed for unseaonable weather, they say. 

Waiting time for quarters for all officers, post bil- 
leting personnel said, ranges from three weeks to two 

months. Quarters for NCOs are allotted according to 
rank and date of grade. 

For the convenience of those seeking housing off- 
post Fort Rucker maintains an additional housing office. 

This office and other sources report that business- 
men in the area prefer to sell rather than rent homes. 
Prices range from $11,000 to $17,000. 

Some apartments are available in private homes. 

@ Summing Up: .Present situation not especially 
good but there is hope for the future. Additional 
Capeharts have been requested. Best bet seems to buy 
since renting is more expensive. Going rate for three 
bedroom units hover around the $100-$125 mark. Long 
run picture appears better for EM than officers. While 
there is no segregation on post, state laws are enforced 
off the reservation.

Rucker. Other towns are Ozark, 12 miles north, and 
Enterprise, 10 miles west.

Anyone who has been to Rucker will tell you that 
it isn’t the most accessible military post. The best 
way to get here is by military aircraft.

COMMUNITY relations have not always been a 
pleasant topic at Fort Rucker. Today, however, these 
seems to be a friendly relationship between the military 
and civilian community. A share of the credit must go 
to Gen. Easterbrook and his staff who meet frequently 
with area officials. Certainly buttressing relations is 
thé apparent permanence of the Aviation Center 

Not to be overlooked in this regard is the $1,300,000 
monthly military payroll along with a civilian payroll 
nearly half that much. The Engineers reportedly spent 
$900,000 monthly for new construction during the last 
fiscal year. 

Rucker’s AUSA chapter perhaps best exemplifies the 
existing cooperation between the community and the 
post. The Bogardus S. Cairns Chapter is the associa- 
tion’s largest with the majority of the members civilians. 

® COST OF LIVING — It will cost you less to 
live in this area because food prices are considerably 
lower than jn many sections of the country. Account- 
ing for this is the post’s location in an agricultural area. 
It perhaps may come as a pleasant shock to learn that 
a maid can be hired for as little as $2.50 a day. 

® SCHOOLS — There are no base schools but 
transportation is provided to nearby schools. Several 
new schools have been constructed in the area. Critics 
of southern education will be happy to learn that the 
schools here “are surprisingly good.” 

For those wanting to take college work, the Uni- 
versity of Alabama extension service operates in Dothan 
while Troy State College, Troy, Ala., has evening classes. 

A Fort Rucked profile that doesn’t recognize the 
spirit here is incomplete. Rucker’s people have a 
certain enthusiasm, not a rah-rah or gung-ho spirit, 
but a definite liking for their job. 

Maybe it was best put by the pilot who said, “You 
don’t fly unless you love it.”

Chrysler International to Manufacture, 
Distribute New Truck Line in Argentina 


DETROIT. — Chrysler Interna- 
tional, S. A., a Chrysler Corpora- 
tien subsidiary, will immediately 
embark on a program of truck 
manufacturing, assembly and dis- 
tribution in Argentina. 

When in full operation, the pro- 
gram will represent an investment 
of. more than $15,000,000. 

Chrysler International will build 
and market two lines of trucks, 
starting with the 1960 models. The 
program will be undertaken in con- 
junction with the Chrysler dis- 
tributor in Argentina, Feyrey Bas- 
set. 

The Chrysler - designed trucks 
will be a half-ton D-100 with a gross 
vehicle weight of 5,100 pounds and 
1%-ton D-400 with a GVW of 15,- 
000 pounds.

HE Eighth Army in Seoul, Korea, madé an announcement 


last week that I wish it would reconsider. 
“The U.S. forces here have been con- 


ment reads, in part: 


The announce- 





cerned over the amount of (U.S.) 
merchandise reaching the black 
market and the adverse effect it 
has on the Korean economy. Some 
dependents have. been abusing ex- 
change privileges through black- 
marketing.” 

The shopping privileges of Amer- 
ican dependents at the PX, where 
U.S. luxury items (and necessities) 
are sold below U.S. prices, will be 
dénied “dependents acquired in 
Korea”’—such as GI Korean brides 
and servicemen’s families who 
travel to Korea as tourists at their 
own expense. 


The only exceptions, the Army 
said, is that spouses newly denied 
PX privileges may enter the 
store accompanied by their serv- 
icemen husbands —te avoid un- 
due hardships. 


Oops! There’s a bone of conten- 
tion with a lot of meat on it, it 
seems to me. Does the Army intend 
to imply to a husband that he can- 
not trust his wife, and that in 
order to keep her on the straight 
path of honesty, he must watch her 
every selection at the PX? That 
one is good for at least one family 
argument a day. It would be, I’m 
sure, with any American-born wife 
of' any American serviceman. 

Another reason for the restric- 
tions, the Army said, is that the 
number of dependents acquired in 
Korea is increasing, but “the -nili- 
tary services here cannot program 
for all dependents since none ex- 
cept Military Advisory Group per- 
sonnel are authorized.” 

What constitutes “authorized”? 

Is it not. true that when an 
American serviceman wishes to 
marry a foreign national while he 
is serving in a foreign country, he 
must apply for, and receive, the 
approval to do so from his com- 
manding officer? If: this is true, 
then the “dependents. acquired in 
Korea” were approved or “author- 
ized,” were they not? Certainly no 
one thought these women were liv- 
ing in Chicago or Minneapolis or 
Detroit—and were to be married 
via telephone. 





It is estimated that approxi- 
mately 575 Korean women are 
married to U.S. servicemen. If 
their PX requirements cannot be 
“programmed” into the over-all 
picture, perhaps the commanding 
officers are “authorizing” toc 
many. 


The question that comes to mind 


with all this talk of “the number of 
dependents acquired in Korea is 
| increasing” and “the military ‘serv- 
ices here cannot program for all 


dépendents” is, of course, just how 
valid is this crackdown on the al- 
leged blackmarketeers? Instead of 
being a case of blackmarketing, 
could it be a case of PX merchan- 
dising? 

There is no quarrel with cracking 
down on the privilege of shopping 
in military post exchanges of those 
wives who travel to Korea as tour- 
ists at their own expense. But the 
dependents “acquired in Korea”— 
the brides of American servicemen 
—compel sympathy. If the right to 
use the PX is given to them, it 
should be given freely, not three 
steps behind their husbands.

OMAN to woman ... have you ever wondered how a 
: female penguin manages to keep her incubating eggs 
warm in Antarctic temperatures that register as low as minus 


Frankly, neither have I. The 





question, however, did occur to two 
American research scientists who 
went all the way to Antarctica to 
find gut more about it: While 
everybody else was investigating 
the South Pole during the Inter- 
national Geophysical Year, they 
were busy placing eggs with elec- 
tronic devices in them under 
mother penguins to learn how 
warm the incubating eggs got un- 
der their mammas. This must have 
been ticklish business for the pen- 
guins, to say the least. At a time 
when people in the U.S. were hap- 
pily singing, “The Purple People 
Eaters,” the penguins at the South 
Pole were seriously discussing 
“The Pregnant Penguin Watchers.” 

This unusual experiment is de- 
scribed in the spring issue of The 
American Scientist by the gentle- 
men who peeked into a penguin’s 
private world — the Messrs. Carl 
R. Eklund, Polar Research Divi- 
sion, U.S. Army Office of Research 
and Development; and F. E, Charl- 
ton, Electronics Technician Chief, 
USN.

TO PREPARE for the experi- 
ment, each penguin egg was slit 
in half lengthwise and emptied. A 
transmitter was inserted, and the 
halves were then cemented to- 
gether. The egg was then placed 
under the female penguin. Since 
a penguin’s normal clutch of eggs 
is two, only one telemetered egg

Pappa penguins have a custom 
of taking their turns sitting on the 
eggs. In order to differentiate male 
from female (a difference hereto- 
fore important Only to other pen- 
guins) — their human observers 
sprayed one of the birds green. 
In an all-white land, a mate sud- 
denly turned green, must have 
come as quite a shock to a bird 
interested only in hatching eggs 
— but the report makes no men- 
tion of this. 

Two species of penguins were 
under observation — the South 
Polar Skua, and the Adelie pen- 
guin. During the continuous 132- 
hour record of nest-changing that 
was kept, the skuas relieved each 
other on the nest 13 times, or an 
average of 2.36 times every 24 
hours. (Tell THAT: to your hus- 
band next time he fusses over the 
2 a.m. feeding!) Oa the other 
hand, the authors report, the male 
Adelie penguin sometimes sits on 
the egg for as long as two weeks, 
while his mate sashays around the 
Antarctic.

true significance of Sgt. Minnick’s 
successful completion of the 
course,” Col. Corley commented, 
after personally pinning the tab of 
a qualified Ranger on Minnick’s 
left shoulder.

THE ARMY’S most arduous and 
demanding course of instruction, 
according to the Ranger Depart- 
ment’s director, is purposely : de- 
signed to provide a concentration 
of situations, gruelling physical 
and mental demands, and condi- 
tions equal-to those of three actual 
battle campaigns, Failure to suc- 
cessfully complete the eight-week 
grind has been considered no dis- 
grace by hundreds of younger men 
who have tried to earn the famous 
tab in the past, he said. 

“Let’s put it this way,” Sgt. 
Minnick said during an interview 
following the ceremonies, “I 
wouldn’t take that course again 
for a million dollars but neither 
would I trade this (tapping his 
Ranger tab) for the same 
amount!” 

The holder of the nation’s sec- 
ond highest decoration for valor, 
the Distinguished Service Cross, 
and a veteran of War II and Korean 
combat, he readily concurred with 
the department director’s descrip- 
tion of Ranger training. 

“There wasn’t an hour of that 
eight weeks in which I wasn’t 
positive that I’d never make the 
grade,” he said; “but then there 
was always that special incen- 
tive.” 

The major spur to his success, 
he explained, came from the quiz- 
zical looks of Ranger students who 
noted that he did not wear a 
Ranger tab even though he was a 
Ranger instructor in mountain- 
climbing techniques. 

“I knew they were thinking,” 
the old soldier stated, ‘that an old 
guy like me couldn’t be expected to 
take the punishment and gave me 
that. much credit.”

ever, and despite 220 pounds on a 
50-year-old, six-foot frame, Sgt. 
Minnick startled the whole Ranger 
Department with his request to be 
permitted to enter the class.

Ga. 

“The Florida phase, though,

Shotgun pellets range in sin 
from 000 Buckshot to Dust. The 
Triple-O Buck measures .36-inch in 
diameter and you will have trouble 
crowding 7 of the slugs into a 12 
gauge shell. Dust, on the other 
hand, runs a somewhat amazing 
4565 pellets to.the ounce, with an 
almost infinitesimal diameter of 
4inch. Dust is not made regular- 
ily. It must be purchased on spe- 
cial order directly to the. factory 
and it has little practical use. 

There are other shot sizes, each 
generally. designated by a number. 
The larger the number the smaller 
the pellet. No. 1 shot runs .16-inch 
and there are 73. pellets to the 
ounce. This shot is not manufac- 
turered today. No. 2s are a popular 
size, This pellet has a size of .15- 
inch, 88 to the ounce; No. 3 is .14 
inch, 108 to the ounce. No, 3s, 
about as popular as sunburn in a 
nudist colony, are no longer made. 

Number 4 shot, on the other 
hand, is one of our old standbys, 

_running .13-inch in cross-section 
and tallying 136 pellets to the 
ounce. This is a real killer. So, too, 
are 5s. This shot has a size of .12- 
inch and contains 172 pellets to the 
ounce. Next comes the most pop- 
ular shot in the book, 6s. The 6 is 
more widely used for variety of 
game than all the other sizes put 
together. A size No, 6 pellet meas- 
ures .1l-inch and 223 to the ounce. 
The No. 7% pellet measures .0944- 
inch and there are 345 of them. 
No. 8s are .09-inch, 404 to the oz; 
No. 9 has a diame of 08-inch; 
585 make up an ounce. 

There are other sizes’ of shot. 
Stuff like air rifle which is not to 
be confused with BBs. There are 
as well, six different sizes of eek, 
shot; aiso such little known desig- 
nations as BBB, size T, size TT,F 
and FF. The latter are not’ made 
anymore and are of little interest. 

Consideration of shot sizes when 
the story is spelled out in a drab 
series of figures means little unless 
the student is some manner of bal- 
listtics egghead. What means a 
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Ducks over decoys are best

Fish Get 
Oxygen 


FORT RICHARDSON, 
Alaska.—An experiment for 
pumping lifesaving oxygen to 
soon-to-be-ice-trapped trout in 
Fort Richardson’s Otter Lake 
is currently under way at the 
Army post, with Military 
Police and Alaska Department 
of Fish and Game representa- 
tives teaming " for Alaska’s 
first shallow lake aeratien 
tests. 

“Thousands of Alaskan game 
fish die of suffocation each winter 
(ice and snow prevent photosyn- 
thesis) in our shallow lakes,” ac- 
cording to Sgt. William Hernan- 
dez, Richardson game conservation 
NCO. “We are experimenting to 
see if it is possible to pump oxygen 
under the lake’s frozen surface.” 

A series of 50 foot lengths of 
pipe has been mounted on empty 
oil drums, stretched across the 
lake and sunk to the bottom. Each 
pipe is dotted with a 1/16 inch 
hole every foot. 

On shore the pipe has been con- 
nected to a compressor capable of 
pushing 55 cubic inches of air per 
minute through the holed network.

Carbon Monoxide Deaths Probed 


EDGEWOOD, Md. — Body tissues may absorb carbon monoxide 
directly even after death, Army physiologists have concluded after 
a series of experiments for the Air Force School of Aviation Medicine. 
a will help investigators determine the causes of an airplane 
crash. 

_ Ina number of cases, finding of carbon monoxide in a plane crash 
victim has been considered a sign that the victim had breathed the gas 
while he was still alive, even though no fire had preceded the crash. 
It has been assumed that the fumes could have caused the crash if 
the pilot had been overcome. 

In studies conducted jointly by the Chemical Warfare Labora- 
tories at the Army Chemical Center here, and the Air Force, dead 
guinea pigs were exposed to carbon monoxide after the animals had 
been catapulted at a high velocity to simulate the destructive forces 
of an airplane crash. Carbon monoxide was discovered in their tissues 
although none had been detected before death. 

Other experiments give added weight to a theory that carbon 
monoxide might actually be forced into body tissues by an explosion. 

Investigators at the biophysics division of the laboratories pointed 
out, however, that the findings do not rule out the possibility that the 
deadly gas could have overcome a-pilot or passengers. The research 
merely shows that these factors will have to be considered in determin- 
ing the cause of the crash,

eustems duty is illegal. Service people now can send a “bona 
fide” gift up to $50 in value duty 
free. The warning that a gift cost- 
ing more than $50 cannot be sent 
in two. packages to avoid customs 
‘was made in Change 1 to AR 6517. 





The Army once asked for a per- 
manent law on duty-free gifts but 
Congress refused and reexamines 
the question every two years. 

To prevent loss of the privilege 
for all servicemen by a few isolated 
cases of abuse, the Army has been
